came over from Washington to attend 
a. reception in honor of the former. 


Ambassador Aoki said: "There ex- 


ists between the governments BO dif- 
ference or ill-feeling of whatever sort. 
There is not the slightest causa for 
anxiety In the American-Japanese re- 
lations; and if there is any anxiety it 
is not because of the actual existence 
of any difficulty between the two coun- 
tries, but because of the demagogic In- 
fluence of some unwarranted prea» 
talk, that often tends to drive even 
the calmest temper of the public Into 
a whirl of tempestuous rage." 


Admiral Yamamoto, speaking at 


the luncheon at the Hotel Astor, said 
among other things: "Our interests, 
commercial and otherwise, are so inti- 
mately Interwoven, and the cordial te- 
lations between us of 50 years' staad- 
ing are of so firm a nature, that I can 
confidently affirm that they will -ne^er 
be destroyed by mere trifling inci- 
dents. Men are essentially 
be controlled'by seapw<tHt<6, 
the duty of those In leading positions 
to see that they are always gulded/ta 
the path of righteousness, and that 
they are not led astray." 


Comment of Ito's Organ. 


Tokio, July 12.—The massing of the 


American fleet in the Pacific, about 
which American papers have applied 
to Marquis Ito for an opinion, is semi- 
officially discussed by Ito's administra- 
tion organ. The paper says: "We 
cannot help feeling some misgiving 
with regard to the signification of the 
intended massing of American battle- 
ships in the Pacific, especially in view 
of grandiose announcement attributed 
to President Roosevelt to the pffect 
that the navy would furnish the world 
with a startling 
demonstration of 


America's defensible capacity. It Is 
difficult for us to accept the assurance 
that the coming maneuvers do not 
possess any connection whatever with. 
the Japanese-American situation. We 
regret that Washington thinks it 
necessary to take what resembles a 
precautionary measure. However, we 
are not disposed to attach serious Im- 
portance to this matter, and have no 
incdlination to doubt the president's 
sincerity in assuring the peaceful nap 
ture of the proposed maneuvers."

Bryan On the War Talk. 


Carthage, Mo., July 12. — "Japan 


does not desire to make war upon the 
United States," William J. Bryan i» 
quoted as saying. "Of course," he con- 
tinued, "there is a lot of jingoism in 
this Japanese war talk and the hurry- 
ins of a fleet of warships to the Pa- 
cific coast. To my mind the object 
is not to repel an expected attack of 
(he Japanese, but that the talk is be- 
in?; done by some alleged statesman 
at Washington to influence congress 
to make a big naval extension appro- 
priation. When I say Japan does not 
want war I do so advisedly, for when 
I was in Japan I talked with the lead- 
ing men of all walks of life and I found 
only expressions of friendship for oar 
country."

This was unsatisfactory, of course. 


Accordingly In the annual report for 


the year ended Aug. 31, 190C, there 
was a deliberate omibSion of deprecia- 
tion and interest charges on that part 
of the plant's cost not covered by bonds 
— $21,G'jl, or one-quarter of the totaj 
construction cost 
Apparently, also, 


the lighting schedule had beeu reduced 
to keep the cost down, as the report 
shows that the lamps burned only 1,990 
hours during the year. By these de- 
vices the cost was reduced to $30.09. 


Soon after the appearance of this re- 


port the mayor gave out in a newspa- 
per interview that the plant had been 
grossly maligned and that it was fur- 
iiiifhing lights all night aud eveiy night 
at a cost of $51.12 a 3 ear. It is chari- 
table to suppose that liis honor was 
unaware of the fact that to give all 
nifilit every night seivice the lamps 
must burn 4,000 hours a year instead 
of 1,990, as shown by the report quoted 
above. 


At about the time the mayor's In- 


vestigation appeared an investigation 
of the plant was made by Professors 
C. H. Richards and G. H. Morse of the 
University of Nebraska. Their detail- 
ed report gives the cost per arc per 
annum as $98.84 for an all night serv- 
ice, 
nearly double the cost claimed by 


the mayor. This report was made by 
the city's consulting engineer, 
but 


Mayor Brown, who is a candidate for 
re-elect'.on, has apparently not accept- 
ed its findings, although, according to 
the Omaha Bee, he now places the cost 
at $63.29. 


It is worth noting that the original 


estimate for this plaut was $r>3.000 
construction cost and $25,105 annual 
expense. The actual construction cost, 
as shown in the auditor's report, was 
$8G,G91, nearly 58 per cent In excess of 
the estimate. The annual expense, as 
shown by the expert report, Is $32,- 
519, exceeding the estimate by 23 per 
cent. 


This Is a typical example of the sort 


of underestimating that leads cities to 
adopt municipal ownership and also of 
the 
official Juggling of figures by 


which the public is temporarily pre- 
vented from learning that it has a 
white elepVant on its hands. 


STEAMERS BOTHER LONDON. 


Council Can't Sell Them—Will Run 


Them Awhile—Wages and Fares to 
Be Cut. 
Those who have made statements to 


the effect that the new London county 
council is not opposed to municipal 
ownership will fiud it hard to explain 
the report recently submitted by the 
committee having in charge the mat- 
ter of the Thames steamboats. 


In this report it is stated that they 


had tried in vain to sell or lease them 
and that their final decision to run 
them for four and a half months dur- 
ing the summer "must not be taken as 
indorsing the previous policy of the 
council or as implying any intention 
that the boats should be worked after 
the summer season. On the contrary, 
it is put forward as the best, if not the 
only practical, method of dealing with 
the problem presented to us." Tho 
committee also proposed to reduce 
fares and to diminish the wages of the 
employees, which they consider in ex- 
cess of what Is equitable. 


In regard to the scheme for an enor- 


mous municipal lighting and power 
plant, the preliminary steps for which 
were taken by the old council, the 
present council has put itself on record 
to the effect that if this scheme goes 
through under no circumstances 
the city operate the plant
